Three Pottstown policemen are sued

Three Pottstown policemen 
have been sued in U. S. District 
Court, Philadelphia, for more 
than $3 million in two separate 
cases alleging false arrest. 
Patrolman Charles Wagg is 
being sued for $100,000 by An­ 
thony Ottomanelli and Joseph 
Lopiccolo, both of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., for allegedly arresting 
them. Feb. 21 without cause. 
Patrolman Wagg arrested the 
men for allegedly trying to blow 
up Bernhardt’s Sandwich Shop, 
601N. Charlotte St. 
In a separate action, Pott­ 
stown Detectives Neal Peten- 
brink and Rocco Liott have been 
sued for $2,500,000 by Paul 
Ransom, ,a convict currently 
in carcerated 
at 
the 
State 
C orrectional 
Institution 
at 
Dallas. 
Ransom claimed Liott and 
Petenbrink falsely arrested him 


and later “ planted" a small 
quantity of marijuana on his 
person in borough hall Feb. 1, 
1074. 
Since the suits were directed

only at the individual police 
officers and not the borough, 
Pottstow n 
solicitor 
Ronald 
Reynier has been researching 
the question of whether the 
borough can pay for the defense 
of the policemen in the suits.

According to the suit against 
Wagg, the two Brooklyn men 
were arrested by Wagg between 
2 and 3a.m . Feb. 21 and charged 
with 
numerous violations of 
crim inal law. 
As a result of the arrest, the 
suit said, the men were in­ 
c a rc e ra te d 
and 
otherw ise 
deprived of their freedom for 
approximately 
12 days, 
bail 
having been refused, and were 
also denied the right to counsel. 
The suit said Wagg “ under the 
color of state law, subjected 
plaintiffs to illegal 
and un­ 
constitutional 
arrests, 
deten­ 


tions, physical violence, threats, 
harassm ent and 
interference 
with the peaceful exercise of 
constitutionally protected rights 
of assembly and association."

Rights Act. 
Under the act, any person who 
abuses his legal authority with 
malicious intent has violated the 
victim’s civil rights and can be 
sued in federal court. 
The ruling came after Reynier 
spent more than a week in 
research in the wake of two suits 
against 
borough 
policemen. 
(See related story at the top of 
this page. ) 
Reynier said if the borough 
does not pay their defense fees, 
the policemen will have to pay 
them privately. 
“ The borough has no false 
arrest insurance, " Reynier said. 
“ The policemen can’t obtain it 
them selves, 
either, 
because 
there are no Insurance com­ 
panies writing it.” 
Reynier said in past years, 
persons who sued policemen for 
false 
arrest 
also 
sued 
the 
municipality. This was because 
the municipality obviously had 
more money to pay damages 
than individual policemen. 
“ But the courts have ruled 
that municipalities cannot be 
sued for malicious actions taken 
by their employes," Reynier

Lisa Drew — 
the unsung 
hero of ’Roots' 


In late January of this year, the m anuscript of 
an expected literary sensation “ Roots." disap­ 
peared — along with its author, Alex Haley. A 
furtive but frantic search ensued by Lisa Drew, 
senior editor for Doubleday & Co., and editor of 
“ Roots.” 
Drew and Haley had had dinner on Jan 29, and 
she gave him the copy-edited m anuscript. Drew 
asked Haley to look over the queries on various 
facts and phraslngs, but asking him to do no 
rewriting since that stage was long past. The 
m anuscript had to be returned over the weekend. 
No problem said Haley. 
Drew emphasized that the manuscript must go 
into 
production 
the 
following 
Monday, 
that 
production schedules were stringent, and that if 
there were any delays "Roots" would not be 
published in August, just prior to Ihe intended 
beginning of the ARC-TV 12-hour serialization of 
the book. 
A foul-up in production could conceivably cost 
Doubleday thousands upon thousands of dollars: 
great television exposure — but no books in stores. 
“ On Monday morning 1 walked into my office at 
9:15 and hoping the worst would not happen. It 
happened," 
she 
recalled 
recently. 
"No 
manuscript." 
She called Haley at a friend’s house where he 
was staying in New York. No Alex. She called his 
Los Angeles answering service. Nothing. His 
literary agency . Same. 
She called the copy-editing department and said 
to her long-time friend and head of the depart­ 
m ent, Dee Elmwood, "Dee, I don’t know how to 
say this, but ‘Roots’ is gone.'* And Drew ex­ 
plained. 
On Wednesday, Drew received a phone call 
from a woman who had done typing for Haley. 
“The manuscript," the caller said, “ is coming." 
On Friday the manuscript was delivered There 
was a note in it from Haley. Haley had been at the 
nearby Commodore Hotel rewriting the last 187 
pages. Haley wrote, “ Lisa, it was a question of 
having you mad at me or me mad at myself. I had 
spent 12 years on the book, as you know, and I just 
wanted it to be right. " 
“ Well, blessings of blessings, the television 
scheduling was delayed because ABC did not want 
to have to pre-empt any of ‘Roots’ for the 
presidential campaigning." said Drew. “ So the 
serialization was put off until early next year, and 
‘Roots’ was published this October." 
Even before publication day, over 200.000 copies 
of “ Roots” had been printed. Drew said it is 
conceivable that within a year a million copies 
will have been printed. Only a handful of books in 
history have done this kind of business in hard­ 
cover. 
“ Roots," as anyone knows who has not spent the 
last six months in a cave, is the story of how Alex 
Haley incredibly tracked down the history of his 
family going back to 1767 when his great-grcat- 
great-great-great grandfather was abducted from 
Gambia and taken into slavery in America. 
How Haley did the genealogical sleuthing, the 
agony of researching and traveling a half million 
m iles in 10 years while debts and masses of 
material piled up. his thoughts about suicide one 
night aboard a ship as he looked into the black 
ocean — all this will be included in a new book 
Haley is writing. Parts of that manuscript arc now 
on Lisa Drew’s desk. 
“ I think our relationship will be somewhat 
different now," said Drew. “ Alex had the im­ 
pression that I would be angry if he told me what 
was true. Like the m anuscript disappearing. I 
would have understood — or tried to. Same thing 
happened in the early '70s when I’d ask how the 
book was coming. He’d say fine. I’d ask when can 
I see some of it. He'd say — ‘in three months.* Six 
months later, after receiving nothing, I’d ask 
again. He’d say again, ‘three months.’ This went 
on for about three years. 
“ I never wanted to rush him. If he had said, ’In 
three years,’ I would have said fine. I was in­ 
terested in when only as far as production was 
concerned." 
Haley had a friend nam ed M urray Fisher, who 
had 
been 
his editor at 
Playboy 
Magazine, 
assisting him with manuscript changes. So when 
Lisa Drew got the first 900 of what would be about 
1500 pages of manuscript, it was in good shape. 
“ Some things, though, needed help,” Drew said. 
“ For example, the ocean crossing by ship in which 
the slaves were beaten and made to wallow in 
their blood and vomit — well, we got the picture. 
In this case, less was more. In the book, it’s still a 
long scene, but only half as long as when it first 
cam e in.” 
Some of the language has been criticized. One 
reviewer said that some dialect sounds like bad 
“ Gone With the Wind." Haley took some liberties 
with dialect, since it was difficult for him to be 
everywhere on the scene for the last 200 years. 
Drew said, “Alex and I talked this point over 
several times. And now, a lot of liberals, of all 
people, are critical of that usage because they feel 
it’s defamatory. Well, that's the way those people 
talked in those days. Can you imagine a butler 
who can't read or write saying, 'M aster, we shall 
be serving potatoes instead of yams this evening. ’ 
“ Look, it was a tribute that they could speak 
English at all. They weren’t allowed to learn to 
read or write. Sometimes, yes, perhaps Alex 
overdid it. But without the dialect, the power of 
the emotion would have been lost.

What six per cent inflation means 


Have you ever experienced 
the sense of release when the 
acute m isery of a toothache is 
replaced by a throbbing pain? 
You know the cause of the pain 
is still there, but it is not so in­ 
tense — and thus, you feel 
"b e tte r.” 
So it is with the relief you feel 
now that the pace of U.S. in­ 
flation has been cut in half from 
its 
in to lerab le 
double-digit 
peaks of 1974-75 to today’s 6 per 
cent range. The reduction in the 
inflation rate is so welcome that 
it's being heralded as a great 
achievem ent and even being 
accepted 
as 
‘‘tolerable'’ 
by 
many economists in politics who 
should know better. 
But a rate of inflation at this 
steep level is merely an im ­ 
p ro v e m e n t, 
not 
a 
g r e a t 
achievem ent. It is not tolerable. 
It is not acceptable for the long 
run. We actually invite the ruin 
of our free economy if we in­ 
dulge 
in complimenting our­ 
selves. 
Do you realize what an annual 
rate of 6 per cent inflation 
compounded — meaning each 
year's 6 per cent is piled on top 
of the previous year's which was 
piled on top of the rate the year 
before that, and so on — would 
m ean to you and your dollar? 
It would mean that the dollar 
Norton Mockridge 


which bought you 100 cents of 
goods 
and 
services 
in 
the 
m arketplace in 1974 would buy 
you only a bit more than 50 cents 
worth in 1964. only about 30 cents 
worth in 1994. only about 22 cents 
worth at the end of this century. 
It

th a t 
a 
m arketbasket 
of 
goods 
and 
services priced at $100 in 1974 
would cost you almost $180 in 
1984, more than $320 in 1994, 
more than $455 in the year 2000! 
You couldn’t plan ahead for 
anything with that rate of in­ 
flation — not for your decent 
retirem ent or the education of 
your children or care of your 
elderly parents, nothing. 
“ T olerable?” 
The decline in the rate of price 
rise from the 12.2 per cent 
reached In December, 1974 to 
the 6 per cent range now is no 
m ore than a retreat from the 
highest level of inflation in 
m odern American history. An 
inflation rate of 6 per cent is 
m ore than triple the usual rate 
through most of the post-World 
W ar II years until the Vietnam 
tragedy. It's not moderate in 
any sense except against the 
nightm are of 1974-75. (The acute 
m isery of the toothache com­ 
pared with throbbing pain. ) 
It took from 1948 (the first 
year of com parative economic 


"norm ality" after World War 
IT's blowoff) to 1969 for the 
annual rate of rise in the con­ 
sum er price index to reach 6 per 
cent. It took from 1948 to 1966 for 
the annual rate of rise to exceed 
3 percent. 
“ A cceptable?" 
Equally significant, side by 
side with galloping inflation go 
stiflingly high interest rates — 
placing 
a 
stranglehold 
on 
h o u s in g , 
p e n a liz in g 
a ll 
borrowers, particularly sm aller 
businessmen 
and 
middle-low 
income individuals, slamming a 
lid on essential financing for 
business expansion. Investors 
will not save and lend their 
money unless they believe that 
the interest rates they earn on 
savings and on loans will at least 
offset the loss in purchasing 
power they suffer from relen­ 
tless inflation. 
Must we in any way settle for 
an inflation rate as destructive 
as today’s? No! 
And without even considering 
the anti-inflation policies the 
new 
a d m in is tr a tio n 
an d 
Congress 
well 
might 
adopt, 
there are forces at work now 
that flash a signal of a much less 
grim outlook than is generally 
anticipated. In fact, many of the 
factors that set off the 1973-75 
price upsurge have long since 


disappeared. 
A m erica’s crops in general 
are plentiful and the 
A m erica’s crops in general 
are plentiful and the Depart­ 
m ent 
of 
A griculture 
itself 
forecasts food prices in the first 
half of 1977 may rise only 3 to 4 
per

mostly

eating out. The U.S. dollar is no 
longer 
brutally 
undervalued, 
thereby increasing prices of our 
im ports and slashing prices of 
our exports to a world bidding 
for our goods and 
services. 
An o t h e r 
d e s t r u c t i v e 
quadrupling of oil prices is not 
probable. 
Wage 
settlem ents 
h a v e 
been 
e n c o u ra g in g ly 
m oderate and labor productivity 
is 
increasing 
— 
perm itting 
business to absorb higher wages 
without inflationary price hikes. 
Most industries are operating 
well below capacity. Shortages 
of raw m aterials have been 
replaced by surpluses. And so 
the list grows. 
The cost of living in our nation 
will continue to go up, but a 
return to the agonies of 1974-75 is 
not 
likely. 
R ather 
a 
more 
gradual pace will give us tim e to 
tackle the fundam entals — and 
to lay the basis for what could be 
a prolonged phase of healthy 
expansion.

New lawmakers 
throw-back to'76 


HARRISBURG — Now that 
Pennsylvania 
has 
elected 
a 
“ new" State Legislature (all 293 
s e a t s 
in 
th e 
H o u se 
of 
Representatives and half the 50 
seats in the Senate were filled 
T uesday), worth noting is the 
fact that when lawm akers con­ 
vene January 4 for their new 
1977 session they will be doing so 
under 
som ewhat 
interesting 
circum stances. 
In effect they will be “ vic­ 
tim s" of a throw-back to exactly 
two centuries ago when Penn­ 
sylvania was'opcrating under its 
first State Constitution — that of 
1776. 
U nder that State Constitution 
of 
17 76, 
P e n n s y l v a n i a ' s 
Legislature (such as it w as!) 
convened on an annual basis, 
which is precisely what the 
legislative 
branch 
of 
more 
contem porary note has been 
doing since 1960. 
However there is a difference 
between the “ contem porary" 
convening of legislative sessions 
and that of two centuries ago. 
In those days long ago the 
annual sessions were what are 
loosely referred to today as 
“ general" sessions — meaning 
that any type of legislation could 
be considered, fiscal or other­ 
wise. 
Yet when legislative greats 
gather around the legislative 
festive board here in January to 
open their 1977 .session, they too 
will be on the sam e (no subject 
restriction > schedule — but only 
for the tenth tim e under the 
present State Constitution of 
1874, and the reason it will be 
only the tenth rather than the 
17th (since 1960) is this: 
It was with the adoption of the 
present constitutional tome 102 
years ago that the Keystone 
S tate’s legislative branch em ­ 
barked upon an every-other- 
year biennial session pattern. 
It continued on this every- 
other-year meeting routine until 
1960 when, following approval 
by Pennsylvania voters in 1959 
of a constitutional am endment 
decreeing annual sessions, it 
reverted back to the annual 
schedule. 
However 
in 
this 
reversion 
there was a striking difference 
between 1776 and 1960. 
The 
constitutional 
am end­ 
ment that was approved in 1959 
specifically stated that even- 
year sessions could be fiscal­ 
afia irs-only 
sessions 
— 
no 
c o n s id e ra tio n 
of 
g e n e ra l 
legislative m atters as perm itted 
in odd-year gatherings. 


This was the pattern that held 
firm for a half-dozen years. In 
1967, that pattern was changed 
however when Pennsylvania’s 
electorate approved a deletion 
of 
th e 
fis c a l-a ffa irs -o n ly 
specification 
for 
even-years, 
perm itting 
“ general 
subject" 
sessions every year. 
Thus when the Legislature 
convened in 1968 — minus the 
fiscal affairs restriction — for 
the first tim e it was right back to 
where it was nearly two cen­ 
turies 
ago: 
annual 
sessions 
without restrictions. 
Should the fiscal-affairs-only 
restriction have been rem oved? 
Interestingly, 
in the years 
since that first fiscal-affairs- 
only session in 1960, lawm akers, 
students of government — and 
politicians in general — becam e 
more and more convinced that it 
was a somewhat short-sighted 
m istake to have specified fiscal- 
affairs-only in the constitutional 
a m e n d m e n t 
for 
e v e n -y e ar 
gatherings 
In 
the 
interim 
both 
the 
ex ecu tiv e 
branch 
and 
th e 
legislative 
branch 
found the 
need 
for 
co n sid eratio n 
of 
general affairs during even-year 
sessions. 
The 1964 session is a good 
illustration of the point, when it 
was necessary for the Governor 
to convene lawm akers in 
a 
special session because of the 
fiscal-affairs-only limitation to 
that gathering. 
Or, to doubly emphasize the 
point one need only to recall the 
1966 fiscal-affairs-only (reg u lar) 
session 
when then Governor 
S cranton 
called 
a 
record- 
breaking three special sessions 
that year to consider “general” 
legislation, in addition to the 
regular fiscal session of 1966!

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Holiday spectacular 
Electrician's bold defiance focuses spotlight on Pottstown

The 
downtown 
Pottstown 
businessmen reached into their 
stockings for $14,000 this year to 
buy new Christmas decorations 
and bring glee to High Street. 
Although this year's display, 
with 
its 
two 
17-foot 
trees 
suspended above' the Charlotte 
Street and Hanover Street in­ 
tersections is billed as Holiday 
spectacular, not even 14 grand 
can buy what a local Santa 
brought to Pottstown in the 
Christmas of '46. 
Pottstown, in that year of 
gloom, was the defiant little 
community, the only community 
in the United States, that lighted 
its streets with decorations. 
T h e r e 
w a s 
n a t i o n a l 
recognition. 
Pottstown 
em­ 
blazoned across the pages of 


such chronicles as the "Times" 
of both New York and1 Los 
Angeles. 
Then the FBI descended on 
the borough, demanding to know 
how the little Pennsylvania town 
became so bold as to defy the 
authority of President Truman. 
It was an unusual year. John 
L. Lewis gathered up his AFL- 
CIO union members and walked 
out of the country's coal mines. 
As the strike wore on, there was 
a severe coal shortage. It led to 
a power shortage and a national 
edict was proclaimed to con­ 
serve energy. 
Local 
merchants 
were 
angered after they were told 
they could not light their walks 
with anything stronger than a 60 
watt bulb. 
Still, there had never been any 
community decorations before 


that year, except what each 
merchant may have adorned his 
window with, 
Meanwhile, an electrician sat 
in a restaurant sipping coffee 
with a banker dreaming of his 
idea to string lights across High 
Street. 


The banker scoffed at the 
idea. But the electrician, G. 
Thomas 
Zellers, 
was 
only 
challenged 
by 
the 
banker's 
skepticism. 


“He ridiculed me," Zellers 
said in a recent interview. The 
electrician, 
who 
refers 
to 
him self 
as 
the 
daddy 
of 
Christmas lights in Pottstown, is 
retired now and lives at 232 
Prospect St. 
“He told me I was wasting the 
people's 
money 
because 
of 
Truman’s order." 


Zellers had yet to resolve the 
dillema 
but 
he had 
'quietly 
swallowed enough of his rage to 
ensure that at least he would be 
burning 
brightly 
before 
Christmas. But the nation was in 
an uproar and it was not quiet. 
J.W. 
Ful bright, 
a 
senator 
from Arkansas, called for the 
President's resignation over the 
coal crises. 
* 
John Lewis and his union 
leaders were in and out of the 
courts and orators were making 
the lecture route forecasting 
gloom and doom. 
One; of them who came to 
Pottstown was Stewart Chase, a 
Demosthenes of the day, ever 
with a mouthful of coal, blasting 
his 
rhetoric 
at 
the 
federal 
government. 
“If the coal strike lasts six 
months," Stewart chortled in 


the auditorium of the Pottstown 
High School, “It will blow our 
economy to bits after which we 
could do just as well to turn the 
whole planet over to Russia." 
Ninety thousand coal workers 
were out of work and locally, the 
Flagg Foundry was one of the 
first industries to shut down 
because of the energy shortage. 
It was the first Christmas that 
children could laugh at the 
fantasy that if they were bad, 
th ey’d 
get 
coal 
in 
their 
stockings. 
Zellers came through, though, 
like the saviour himself, an 
electric ian-turned-Santa 
who 
breezed into Pottstown with a 
string of lights run by fuel oil. It 
was electricity that was short. 
No one had said anything about 
generating it with petroleum. 
With Number 2 fuel oil in one 


generator 
and 
gasoline 
in 
another, 
Zellers 
became 
a 
national hero. The New York 
Times proclaimed, "EX SGT. 
HOME FOR THE HOLIDAYS, 
DEFIES JOHN L. LEWIS " 
He got calls from officials, 
Persons in West Chester and in 
the 
69th 
S treet 
a rea 
of 
Philadelphia wanted Zellers to 
turn their lights on as well. 
And there were the FBI of­ 
ficials. They wanted Zellers to 
come 
with 
them, 
too, 
for 
seemingly defying the national 
edict. But when Zellers showed 
them the generator, off they 
went “with their tails tucked 
between their legs," Zellers 
recalled. 
Finally, the edict was lifted 
and the dim-out was ended. But 
Pottstown remained as the one 
place where the lights stayed on.

Heinz bucks Democratic trend in Pennsylvania 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (AP) - 
Millionaire' John Heins bucked 
the Jim my Carter bandwagon In 
Pennsylvania, capitalizing on 
massive Democratic ticket* 
splitting, to win the U.S. Senate 
seat of retiring Minority Leader 
Hugh Scott. 
"We did it fairly, candidly, 
honestly and. openly," said the 
happy heir to the pickle* 
andketchup fortune Wednesday, 
relishing his sensational victory 
a day earlier in an election 
dominated by Democrats In, the 
nation's third most 'populous 
state. 
Heinz won by a surprising 
280, 000 votes over William, 
Green, 
despite a 
750,000 
Democratic registration edge 
that easily gave Carter the 
state's important 21 electoral 
votes and retained party control 
of 'the state treasurer and 
auditor general posts. 
Green, In defeat, complained 
he lost lo money, referring to 
about 92 millón Heinz per­ 
sonally contributed to finance 
his successful campaign. 
"'It was like taking on a 
bazooka with a baseball bat," 
said Green, who could raise only 
¡|800,,000. Both tie' and Heinz are 
38-year-old Congressmen, who 
gave up their seats for the 
.Senate' try. 
But Heinz said his victory 
represented a rebuff of machine 
politics, and that Pennsylvania 
voters are fussy and in­ 
dependent thinkers even though 
more are registered, 'Democrats. 
"What showed is that we said 
"no* to machine politics and ""no* 
to an organizational approach, 
where the end justifies the 
means," Heinz told a news 
conference after sleeping on his 
victory. “ I think a lot, of people 
in western Pennsylvania want 
an independent voice in 
Congress.” 
Heinz acknowledged his 
money helped,, but said he had to 
spend as much as he did "to get 
my record across" in a state 
dominated by the Democratic 
administrations of Gov. Shapp 
and Philadelphia Mayor Frank 
Rizzo. 
Carter had called Penn­ 
sylvania crucial to' his winning 
the presidency. So did 'Gerald 
FOrd... and 'both, spent more1 time 
'here in. the' campaign's final 
week than in any other state. 
Drew Lewis, the president’s 
st ate campa ign m. a. n a ger „ 
correctly forecast that .11 Ford, 
'didn’t win Pennsylvania he’d 
lose the White1 House. 
For C arte r, the Com­ 
mon wealth. was. 'the turning 
point in. his. successful, primary 
drive for1 the Democratic 
nom i na t ion. A ftec virtu ally 
blanking Ford In, the South, it, 
was the first, big eastern in­ 
dustrial state to. fall into 'the 
former Georgia governor's

Carter won by 128,080 votes, or1 
51 per rent of 'the 4,5 million 
cast, but he needed a, 258,080' 
majority to Philadelphia which

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Supervisors clarity position 
on sewage plant application

Limerick supervisors Wed­ 
nesday clarified the township’s 
position on a request from the 
Department of Environmental 
Resources to withdraw a 1972 
application for a sewage 
treatment plant by noting the 
board “would not relenqulsh 
anything that would provide 
additional money for the 
township.’* 
The clarification stemmed 
from a resident's question 
concerning interest rates on 
nearly 140,000 in township 
planning money which has been 
tied up in federal and county red 
tape. 
William Miller, township tax 
collector, said the interest 
rates would not be applicable 
until the project is approved and 
construction underway. 
"The Municipal Authority 
informed DER they would take 
no action unless they received a 
firm committment from the 
federal government that such 
action would not be detrimental 
to the township,’* said John E. 
Erankenberg, supervisor. 
He noted the Environmental 
Protection Agency suggested 
the township submit a new plan 
modifying the original plans. 
Frank Rummler, a former 
supervisor told the board he was 
"glad to hear the supervisors 
weren’t going to throw away the 
application.'* 
"If we followed their advice," 
said Rummler, "and pushed off 
for another 10 years, we’d be 
like jackasses sitting here at the 
end of the road." 
The supervisors explained 
nine districts originally planned 
to hook into a county sewage 
plant several years ago and all 
but Limerick have made the 
connection. 
"Don’t worry Frank," said 
Richard K. Allebach, "we're not 
g o in g to r e le n q u is h 


anything that would provide 
additional money to the town­ 
ship” 
A lien bach also said the results 
of Tuesday’s election "clearly 
indicated the voters of the 
township are satisfied with the 
present number of supervisors.’* 
A referendum which asked 
"Should two additional super­ 
visors be elected to serve this 
township?" received 547 "yes" 
and 1,007 "no." 
At a request from an area 
resident, Pat Belsky, the 
supervisors decided to place a 
dead end sign on South Limerick 
Road, near the Pottstown Ex­ 
pressway. 
The township secretary, 
Barbara Bowman, not€»d the 
board received SI.930 in public 
utility funds as the township's 
tax portion. 
Also, Miller said the county 
commissioners increased the 
unpaid county tax by 10 per cent

But Arab League as well as 
militia souurces said they now 
would not be arriving for at least 
another 24 hours and may not 
even arrive before the weekend. 
Rightist Christian militia 
sources said last-minute dif-* 
ferentes over the composition of 
the force were part of the reason 
for the delay. Some Arab states 
committed to providing units of 
the force such as Saudi Arabia 
were also "not yet ready” to 
dispatch their troops, the 
sources said. 
A third reason for the delay 
was "uncertainty” over who 
would command the force of 
30,000 troops. 
An Arab League source said 
the arrival of the first units was 
now not expected before Friday 
at the earliest. 
While the arrival of the peace­ 
keeping force ran into snags, 
clashes between rightists and 
leftists trading rocket, mortar 
and macMnegun fire across the 
confrontation lines of Beirut 
shook the already tottering 
cease-fire. Militia sources said 
heavy clashes took place in the 
eastern suburbs for more than 
fo u r h o u rs W ednesday 
night.

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - A 
Soviet-led move aimed at 
preventing Israel from gaining 
full membership in the U.N. 
Educational, Scientific and 
C ultural O rganisation — 
U N ESC O — w as o v er­ 
whelmingly defeated here 
Wednesday 
A key committee at the 
UNESCO general conference 
voted in favor of proposals 
designed to ease Israel's path 
toward membership of the 
European regional, group. 
The Soviet Union, backed by 
Eastern block countries and the 
Arabs, argued that Israel's lack 
of historical, cultural and 
linguistic links with Europe did 
not qualify it for membership In 
the group. 
The Soviets also argued that 
until Israel complies with 
UNESCO’s wishes concerning 
the preservation of Jerusalem 
and on education and culture in 
"occupied" Arab territories" It 
should not be included in the 
European or any other group.** 
Israel was denied mem­ 
bership in the group at the last 
general conference two years 
ag'O In Paris after the issue came 
to the vote in the general con­ 
ference following a campaign 
spearheaded by Arab states. 
But committee delegates 
Wednesday voted 68-10 with 14 
abstentions in favor of a 
proposal backed by UNESCO’s 
director general, Ahamdou 
Mahtar M'bow that each of the 
five regional groups should 
select its own new members and 
that their decisions should not be 
subject to ratification by the full 


conference 
The committee's decision 
accepting the proposal is subject 
to ratification by the full con­ 
ference — but conference 
sources here believe it will 
almost certainly be accepted. 
Such a compromise, it is 
hoped, will allow the Israelis to 
Join the European group to 
which they have already 
reapplied for membership. 
Although the Soviet Union and 
the Eastern bloc belong to the 
group, the Israelis are hopeful of 
mustering enough support from 
Western European nations and 
the United States and Canada to 
gain admission. 
The Soviet Union and the Arab 
nations abstained from voting 
on the proposals after an 
African-led move to curtail 
debate was accepted 65-22-5. 
Byelorussia, which is part of 
the Soviet bloc, angrily 
protested to the chairman,

t. an court, that by dosing the 
debate he was breaking the 
rules of procedure. 
Rejection of Israeli mem­ 
bership in the European group 
at the last conference caused a 
storm of protest in the West. The 
United States cut its financial 
contributions to UNESCO — 
which account for 25 per cent of 
the total budget.

These retaliatory moves have 
contributed to UNESCO’s 
current budgetary crisis which 
threatens the future of the 
organization.

results are in. but local political 
observers still can't agree on 
why Jimmy Carter defeated 
Gerald Ford Tuesday. 
"People weren’t voting for 
Carter, they were voting against 
Ford,” said Guy Sperat, Pott­ 
stown's tax collector and a 
leading 
Democrat 
in 
the 
borough for decades . 


"People didn’t have anything 
against 
Ford,” 
said 
Philip 
'"Pete” Lang, Pottstown"s Fifth 
Ward 
councilman 
and 
a 
prominent Republican. 
"People were ready for a 
change. 
They 
were 
voting 
against 
the 
Republican 
ad­ 
ministration." 
Sperat said that as a seasoned 
politician, he knows "that a guy 
can’t just come out of obscurity 
and two years later be elected 
president of the United States 
unless he was running against a 
very weak candidate.” 
Ford's fatal mistake, Sperat 
said, was pardoning Richard 
Nixon. 
"When he broke his 
promise to the people, he was 
finished,” Sperat said. "'He was 
linked to Watergate and the 
whole mess after that. 


“ The Republicans should have 
picked 
someone 
who 
had 
nothing to do with Watergate.” 
If Ronald Reagon had been the 
Republican 
nominee, 
Sperat 
said, 
"he would 
have 
been 
elected hands down. I know a lot 


of Democrats who would have 
voted for Reagon," he said. 
“ Carter wouldn’t have come 
close to beating him.” 
But according to Lang: "I 
don’t think Ford's pardon of 
Nixon hurt him in any way. I 
don't think his personality had 
anything to do with it. either. It 
was just a desire for change.” 


Lang said Carter's personal 
appeal, his image, also helped 
greatly. 
"I'm a good enough politician 
to know that you can't promise 
people a tax cut and an increase 
in employment at the same 
tim e. 
People 
aren't

enough to believe that. So it 
couldn’t have been the issues 
that won the election for Car­ 
ter."

Every skier, at one time or 
another, 
has arrived at the 
slopes only to find that con­ 
ditions were not what he had 
expected. 
Usually, the skier will blame 
the area for giving a misleading 
report. Most of the time the 
d i f f e r e n c e 
s t e m s 
f r om 
something the area operator has 
no control over. 
Ski conditions can and do 
change rapidly. In as little as 
two hours, conditions can im­ 
probe or worsen substantially. 
In order to help skiers avoid 
many of the frustrations of snow 
reports, the New England Ski 
Areas Council (NESAC) which 
distributes ski reports for ski 
areas in New England to United 
Press International, Associated 
Press and the U. S. Weather 
Bureau, as well as to many 
broadcast media outlets, offers 
several suggestions: 
1. Be sure to get a current 
report. Ski reports appearing in 
newspapers are as much as 12 to 
18 hours old by the time you read 
them. Although these reports 
are generally reliable when the 
weather 
is 
constant, 
come 
Saturday morning you should 
not necessarily expect to find 
the same conditions you read 
about 
in 
Friday’s 
morning 
paper. Ski reports on radio and 
television 
are 
most 
reliable 
because they don’t suffer from 
the time lag as do newspapers. 
You can also get good, current 
reports from Western Union’s 
Telex or TWX teleprinters, Ellis 
ski 
inform ation 
Center 
in 
Torrington, Connecticut, and by 
calling the ski area of your 
choice. 
Contrary 
to popular 
belief, an area operator will give 
you an accurate report. He 
knows full well that inaccurate 
reports can hurt his business. 
2. Keep track of the weather. 
Snow any time from Thursday 
night through Saturday morning 
will mean conditions could be 
substantially better than those 
reported in Friday’s morning 
n e w s p a p e r . 
Col der 
t e m ­ 
p eratures 
may 
turn 
loose 
granular 
snow 
into 
frozen 
granular, which is difficult for 
some people to ski unless it is 
well groomed. 
3. Skiers can change con­ 
ditions, especially on weekends. 
While most skiers know that 
heavy traffic can “ski off” the 
good snow, many don’t realize 
that a lot of skiers can also 
improve conditions by turning 
hard, crusty or frozen granular 
snow into very skiable loose 
granular. This is especially true 
in the spring when corn snow 
freezes during the night, but 
during the day it breaks up and 
makes for really good skiing. 
4. 
Early 
morning 
reports 
cannot be as accurate as mid­ 
morning or afternoon reports. 
Ski area personnel go out and 


try their best to evaluate con­ 
ditions anywhere from S to 7 
a.m. However, it is still dark at 
that time. As a result, portions 
of the area may not get surveyed 
and the trails that have been 
traversed by snow cat or on foot 
m ay 
not

Ski touring 


An alternative to alpine skiing is ski touring or 
cross country skiing. Touring facilities are found 
at many ski areas 'but this aspect of the sport' also 
is practiced on nearby golf courses, meadows or 


backyards. The sport combines straight forward 
walking and sliding on skis. A practiced tour 
skier can make it over terrain fust about twice as 
fast as he could hike it. 
Skiing is safer than most sports 


Wearing the right (or wrong) 
clothing can make or break a 
day of skiing. Trying to figure 
what to wear on any given day is 
a gamble at best - if you watt 
until the last minute. 
In skiing, there is only one 
way to go - equipped for any kind 
of weather. Forgetting any part 
of your wardrobe can mean 
discomfort or needless expense. 
Here is a check list to go over 
before 
leaving 
the 
house, 
starting from head to foot. It 
includes a tightly knit woolen 
hat, goggles or sun glasses, both 
a lightweight shell and a warm 
parka, warm gloves or mitts 
large enough to allow proper 
circulation, 
warmup 
pants, 
protective facial cream and, of 
course, skis, boots and poles. A 
turtleneck 
shirt 
and 
“ long 
johns” give extra warmth under 
external wear. Before you leave 
the house, atke a minute of two

A word on the type of clothing 
you should wear. If you are 
going to ski, buy clothing made 
for the sport. Ski wear is not 
designed only to look nice in ski 
magazines. It is functional. 
Properly fitted ski wear is 
light and warm. It sheds snow 
and moisture and allows for

hunting pants, while in common 
use,

P e r h ap s

development is skiing has been 
the use of warm-up pants. They 
have become standard equip­ 
ment for the recreational skier, 
making the well chilled thigh a 
thing of the past. Top quality 
gloves or mitts are a good in­ 
v estm en t, 
esp e c ially 
for 
children. If your entire body is 
warm but your extremities are 
cold, you will soon find yourself 
in the lodge. 
If your feet get cold easily, 
your boots may be either too 
tightly buckled or too small in 
the first palee. As with gloves, 
make 
sure 
to 
allow 
proper 
circulation. 
If you dress properly, it is 
possible 
to 
ski 
and 
enjoy 
yourself in very cold weather. If 
you wich to ski when the tem­ 
perature is low. it is best to ski 
with a partner and check each 
other occasionally for signs of 
frostbite - whiteness on the nose, 
ears or cheeks. Face masks are 
increasing 
in popularity 
and 
while they do hinder peripheral 
vision they make it possible to 
ski in virtually any kind of 
weather.

research groups have confirmed 
that recreational skiing is far 
less 
dangerous 
than 
most 
contact sports that we consider

recreation. 


The industry condedes that a 
certain number of ski injuries 
occur each year — 
injuries 
which each of us feel we can ill 
afford to suffer and injuries that 
have led many of us to the 
decision not to ski because of 


possible injury. However, recent 
research 
and 
developments 
point to one specific area where 
both “ would-be” and present- 
day skiers can further reduce 
the possibility of injury. 
All researchers agree — the 
majority of skiing injuries are 
lower 
limb 
in ju ries. 
The 
researchers 
also 
agree 
that 
most of these injuries would not 
occur if the device which at­ 
taches the ski to the skier’s hoot 
had released at the time of the 
fall. 
Therefore, the use of proper 
bindings installed and adjusted 
by a knowledgeable individual is 
as important to the skier as the 


proper 
replacement 
of

brakes on your automobile by a 
knowledgeable man using the 
proper equipment. Yet, many 
would-be skiers try the sport on

You ran get that extra fun and 
longer service from your pur­ 
chases if jou understand how to 
use them and how to care for 
them. Here1 are some tips on 
caring for ski equipment and 
apparel. 
Topside scratches on skis are 
almost unavoidable. You can 
avoid some' finish damage with a 
good coat of paste wax: on the 
tops of your skis. If these signs 
of hard usage really bother you, 
most 
m anufacturen or 
ski 
shops will reft nish your ski tops 
for nominal cost. 
Bottom 
gouges 
really 
tell 
where you've been - the running 
surface is the .softest part of the 
ski, These blemishes do affect 
“ skiability," but they’re easy to 
fix. Your ski shop will 
do a 
professional job for you if you'd 
rather not 'bother touching them, 
up yourself with a simple bottom 
repair kit. 


Edge damage, like 'bottom 
gouging, is part, of the norma!

Snowmaking is frosting on cake for resorts 


Snowmaking 
used to be 
a 
small, ineffectual operation that 
sprayed a few inches on the 
beginner slopes. Not any more. 
Eastern resorts have invested 
m i l l i o n s 
of 
d o l l a r s 
in 
snowmaking 
equipment. 
The 
crews 
that 
run 
the 
area 
machinery 
use 
sophisticated 
techniques. 
By early November they lay 
down a base that mixes with any 


natural snow. This assures a 
solid base throughout the win­ 
ter. Snowmaking us used to 
supplement

worn the surface, to replenish

consistent snow conditions, so 
important in ski instruction.

Late in the season, the im­ 
portance of a manmade base 
becomes even more obvious, for 
it enables area operators to' 
extend the ski season. 
One thing — snowmaking is no 
miracle. It can’t instantly cover 
101% $f an area’s slopes and 
trails, 
but 
it certainly 
is 
a 
modernday 
ski 
insurance 
marvel which takes much of the 
gamble out of selecting an area 
to ski. 
Even with ideal con­ 


ditions, it can take trail crews 
from one day to several to cover 
th e 
e n t i r e 
n e t w o r k 
o f 
snowmaking trails, depending 
on the size of the system and the 
prevailing weather. 


When you check out a ski area, 
be sure and ask what per cent of 
total skiable terrain is covered 
by snowmaking. Also, keep in 
mind the total size of the area. A 
smaller per cent of a large ski 
area may equal more skiing 
than a greater per cent of a 
smaller akiing facility.

The reasons are basic. By this 
age a child has acquired good 
balance, has language skills to' 
understand the instructor, and, 
finally, wquipmcnt that will fit 
him is available for rental at 
most ski area equipm ent shops, 
Experience has shown that the 
young learn easier. A child feels 
confident on skis very quickly; 
and with this security grows the 
motivation to do better. 
But basically kids want, to 
have fun. They love to ride the 
lifts and try to get down the hill 
as fast as possible in order to 
ride right back up. And kids 
aren't as "uptight” about falling 
as adults 
At age 3 or 4 a child might 
rather sit and eat snow than ski 
on it but give him a chance. 
C h ild re n 
have 
a 
way 
of 
developing in their own good 
time, so don’t push, just lead 
them to the snow. At an early 
age, a month, one way or he 
other, makes a great deal of 
difference in a child's muscle 


Your child’s introduction to 
the sport of skiing is always 
presented in a "‘fun and gam es’* 
approach with other youngsters 
of the sam e age. Even the most 
apprehensive or hesitant young 
skiers welcome this form of 
initiation. 


With various climbing and 
sliding games — under the close 
supervision of a ski instructor 
who is specially trained to work 
with young children — kids soon 
take short slides for themselves, 
maybe aided by an outstretched;

There is a mythical belief that 
skiing Is a rich man’s sport., 
affordable only by the most 
affluent members of society. 
Let’s set the record straight. 
Most skiers are not wealthy. Far 
from it. They come from dif­ 
ferent walks of life and different 
economic backgrounds, ranging 
from students who are still in 
school or struggling to meet next 
semester’s 
tuiton 
to 
retired 
people living on fixed, i meóme. 
The simple fact is that you can 
learn to ski in a week and enjoy 
a vacation and Jo it for as little 
as $100, and that you can con- 
tiune to ski for less than you 
would ever believe possible. 
A random, approach to lear­ 
ning to ski can cost both time 
and. money, but if yon follw a. few 
basic rules you'll be able to 
enjoy lots of inexpensive good 
times on the slopes in the years 
to come. 
The new skier should not buy 
any 
ski 
equipment until 
he 
knows what types, of skis best 
suit him. what boots are most 
com fortable, what ski poles are 
the right length. 
R en t 
y o u r 
e q u i p m e n t ,, 
preferably at a ski area that 
knows what kind of a skier you 
are. You should be outfitted with 
equipment designed specifically 
to make it easier to learn to ski. 
If you rent from a ski school that 
specializes .in teaching begin­ 
ners, the chances are the rental 
’'fee w ill be part of the instruction 
cost, and that saves you money. 
Don’t start by buying fancy 
clothes. You don’t nec*d them. 
Fashionable ski 
wear comes 
later, after you have earned the 
right to wear them by learning 
to ski. 


When you go skiing for the 
first time, go skiing for a week, 
Monday through Friday, at one 
resort 
on 
a 
ski 
vacation 
package; not a weekend if you 
can help it, but 4 or 5 days mid­ 
week. Select a resort that offers 
a ski vacation package designed 
for beginners. 
The 
most 
complete 
ski 
vacation packages will include: 
1) A week of ski lessons — two 
hours or more a day for five 
days, 
and 
sometimes 
using 
helpful video-tape reviews. 
2) Ski tickets for five days, 
good on all lifts. 
3) Rental of ski equipment (if 
you need it, and if you do, short 
skis probably). 
4) Lodging and meals 
5) Most ski resorts even throw 
in free evening parties and other 
fun. 
Next, look at the price. A ski 
week can be purchased for as 
little 
as 
$100 
at 
sm all 
or 
medium-sized areas, higher at 
areas with more facilities. You 
really can learn to ski for $100. 
That means $20.00 a day for five 
days. 
Don’t forget the ski resorts 
that are close to you. 
The 
chances are there is a ski area 
nearby that has a very good ski " 
school 
and 
will 
teach 
you 
quickly 
and 
efficiently. 
You 
might even decide to comm unte 
to avoid lodging expense. 
Driving is cheaper than flying. 
So are the bus and the train. 
Two can often ski cheaper 
than one. Four can ski for less 
than two, etc. One trick is to rent 
a condominium, with beds for 
eight, for five days which can 
cost as little as $8 00 a day per 
person... You cook your own

A cafeteria lunch at a ski 
resort for a family of four can 
run at least $5.00. A lunch of

can save more than half of that. 
As to after-ski: if you. have a. 
condominium, 
you 
can 
save 
money In entertainment. And 
don’t forget the free parties 
offered to ski weekers by the ski 
area. 
The family, couple, or single 
who wants to learn to' ski. should 


follow these rules until they 
know tor sure' whether they 
really like skiing. Then they can
